That offered no difficulties to a:certain 
member of the chorus, who had written 
his ‘mother’s ‘name so often that he was 
half canvinced it was his own, but the 
problem of-how he could leave town 
and not have his sin revealed was a 
poser: Many sleepless nights told him 
it could not be. done without con- 
fessing, and yet with all his resolutions 
made at 11 P..M. he could not bring 
himself to tell-when he faced his ador- 
ing father and mother at breakfast.

He does not 
lend his money to the State; he gives it. 
‘This new citizen is sometimes a man, 
sSemetinies a.- woman, sometimes & 
child.

He gtves his money to the State 
because he cannot fight and wishes it 
to fight for. him.- In some cases he is 
fighting, and he wishes to lay down’ his 
Money as well ag his life.

This pass, which 
leads to Hermannstadt through the 
Transylvania mountains, was seized 
during the first days of the Rumanian 
offensive and held while the advance 
continued beyond Hermannstadt. 
Heavy fighting had been going.on for 
gome time when the Germans an- 
nounced a complete victory, claiming 
‘that they had taken the pass and 
wel in such positions that it could 
be held against all attacks. This 
proved to be untrue. It was probably 
@ political statement, made for the 
benefit of von Falkenhayn,. the de- 
posed Chief of Staff, who had just 
taken command. 

» Several days later the Germans did 
“make a move’against the Rumanians 
which was a not inconsiderable vic- 
tory, although it did not involve a 
great many men and has been gen- 
erally overstated. The Rumanian 
army was, as faf as we know, just 
north of Hermannstadt, well north of 
the pass. The pass was used natur- 
ally as a part of their line of commu- 
nications, and a most necessary part.

German General Staff is in command 
of the Teutonic forces in Transylvania 
indicates that these operations may 
have assumed considerable importance 
in'German. eyes. Germany’s ambition 
of late seems to be to destroy all that 


she can destroy, whether it really adds 


any benefit to her cause or not. The 
threats as.to what would be done with 
Rumania, that she would soon be 
placed in the same position as Belgium 
and Serbia, as all other small nations 
who have. the’ temerity to stand 
against ‘the’ German régime, {s .but 
another expression of the German 
policy of rule or ruin. Byt it means 
nothing. Germany is trying to destroy 
Ru nia, but has not yet been able 
to muster sufficient-men for that pur- 
pose. 

The blow which is to bring destruc- 
tion, however, is not apt to come from 
the west through Transylvania. Much 
more apt is it to come from the east 
—from Dobrudja. Let us look at the 
situation in Transylvania as it has de- 
veloped and we shall see why this is 
so. 

If the Germans contemplate destroy- 
ing Rumanian power, the blow must 
come, if Transylvania is the avenue of 
approach, down the valley of the Altu 
River through Hermannstadt by -way 


of the Red Tower Pass. This would. 


eut off the Rumanian province of Wal- 
lachia and remove fromy Rumania her 
greatest menace to the German cause, 
a menace directed at Northeastern Ser- 
bia and the section of the Oriental 
Railroad south of Belgrade: In‘such a 
case, Rumania would not be necess8a- 
rily neutralized, but her teeth would be 
drawn. Moreover, the Teutan battle 
line would be considerably shortened, 
for, instead of being forced to guard 
practically every point on.the irregular 
toe of the Rumanian boot, she would 


be able to stretch her line straight | 


across. 

There is, however, a fly in this oint- 
ment. The fly is the fact that the 
main line of Rumanian advance 
against Transylvania is from the east 
and not from the south. In other 
words, Rumania is forcing her way 
forward on a line generally north and 
south through Fogaras, which line is 
perpendicular to all the necessary rail- 
road Hines on which the Teutonic 
armies would have to depend. What- 
ever positions the Germans would take 
in the pass would be outflanked if not 
surrounded, and their entire plan could 
be spoiled by even a minor and other- 


ficial embankments, strong abutments 
going down to a great depth; and 
heavy piers of stone or concrete in the 
bed of the stream itself. All this would; 
involve a great amount of time, much 
more time than the Germans have at 
their disposal. Pontoon bridges may 
be thrown across, but these are at best | 
fragile affairs, easily destroyed and 
insufficient in carrying capacity. 
Modern armieées must have at their dis- 
posal- railroad bridges which are .con- 
stantly open in order that the traffic 
incident to the supply system may be 
maintained. 

Cernavoda, and Cernavoda‘alone, can 
give it. Therefore we find the Teutonic 
army stretched out some little dis- 
tance from and parallel to the railroad 
from Constantsa_ to Bucharest, fight- 
ing, as only they can fight, to reach 
the railroad. Their efforts have so far 
been unavailing. They have announced 
victories, but the victories have failed 
to materialize. On the contrary, they 
have been forced backward rather 
than shown any ability to move for- 
ward. 

The way for Russia’ is wide open. 
It is not another case of Serbia, stand- 
ing alone, separated from her allies, 
forced alone to stand the shock of the 
combined strength of Germany, Ats- 
tria, an@ Bulgaria. Risgi&can pour | 
p typos into Rumania by! way of Bes- | 
‘sarabla. and Bukowina, without end. 
Russia has, in fact, beén awaiting this 
opportunity for many months, Now 
that it has come, it will not, be neg- 
lected. 

The principal event of the fighting 
here for the last week has ‘been the 
attempt of the Rumanians to, flank 
Mackensen’s forces oyt.of position by 
crossing the Danube at Rahovo over 
pontoon bridges and thereby threaten- 
ing his rear. The attempt was abor- 
tive and gave Sofia an oportunity to 
make all sorts of wild claims over the 
destruction of this force. Apparently, 
somewhat more thanea division ‘of 
troops effected the crossing and seized 
several of the river towns. Simul- 
taneously with this movement the 
Rumanians on the main front began 
a vigorous attack against the entire 
line. The line of communications of 
this force of invaders was too’ thin, 
their positions, with the rivér at their 
back, too precarious, to permit thém 
to move out. As the attacking col- 
umns which were immediately sent 
cut against them approached, the Ru- 





manians withdrew to the north bank4 
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wise insignificant férward movement. 
The German line north of the Ruma- 
nian border could not permit itself to 
be forced back gradually, as it would 
be fighting with. its.back against its 
line of communications, which it would 
have to hold. The minute these com- 
munications came under the fire of the 
Rumanian artillery the whole move- 
ment to the south would be endan- 
gered. What is much more probable 
is that the fighting in Transylvania is 
almost if not entirely defensive and 
that what is intended as the main blow 
against Rumania is jn process of being 
delivered in Dobrudja. 

The key to all the fighting in 
‘Dobrudja, and the only way by which 
an-invasion of Rumania from the east 
can be made, is the great bridge at 
Cernavoda. This is what all the fight- 
ing means. This is the one and only 
object of the Teutonic campaign in this 
section. From Belgrade eastward we 
do not find a single railroad or high- 
way bridge across the Danube until 
this . bridge. town in. Dobrudja is 
reached, Once this bridge is taken, the

Thig ‘campaign in the south is just’ 
beginning to take form: There is every 
reason to think that:from a military | 
standpoint it will prove the’ most’ in- | 
téresting of any of the campaigns now | 
being. fought. It is a long way off, as 
far as we are concerned, the country 
is. but little -known,. the names are 
strange. It is @ country in which but 
few of us have ever had any particu- 
lar interest. For these reasons, it will 
not at the beginning carry the same 
degree of interest as the fighting in the 
west, with which most of us are gen- 
erally familiar.

British are aiming at the Seres-Démir- 
hissar railroad, the breaking of which’ 
would probably cause the Bulgarians | 
considerable embarrassment. Here is‘ 
another country where roads, other | 
than railroads, aré conspicuous by | 
their absence. The armies operating 
here are entirely dependent on rail- 
roads for supplies, and the cutting. of 
any one of these all too few lines 
can cause considerable trouble. 

Between these two flanks—that of 
the Serbs and ofthe British—there is 
a very ominous quiet. Along this 
stretch is the only section of the en- 
tire Teuton battle line. where the al- 
lied pressure is not being exerted, in 
fact, being increased, as time passes. 
But Sarrail is quiet and does nothing, 
even though his flanks are so ex- 
tremely active. He knows what he is! 
doing; we do not. We can but guess, 
taking into consideration all the facts 
as they are presented. In spite of the 
fact that the line of the Vardar is 
the one restful place in all this battle 
line, there is still no, reason to doubt 
that the final and deciding step of the

This belief is strengthened rather 
than weakened by the activities in 
other directions. If it were Sarrail’s 
plan to move up the Vardar, what 
would be more logical than to permit 
these flank attacks to go on, and when 
they had drawn away all possible 
forces from the centre to guard their 
flanks, to strike the centre with full 
force? Suppose that the British, in 
their effort, should be able. to push 
their way forward to the valley of 
the Strumitza toward which they are 
headed. This valley runs east and 
west and ties up with the valley of the 
Vardar. Suppose, further,. that \the 
Serbs are successful in their efforts, 
while the Italians guard their flank, 
and reach Prilep, A smashing attack 
up the Vardar would then entirely 
discount the advantages of interior 
position which the Teutonic powefs 
hold and result in the establishing 
of a practically continuous line from 
the Struma,. across the Strumitza 
Valley to the Vardar, -and from there 
to Prilep. It is difficult to see any 
other way in which the Teuton ad- 
vantages can be overcome. But when 
Sarrail makes his first move we shall 
know.

-— BIGGEST TAX GAIN

Values Up ‘Over $17,000,000 
Between’ Fortieth and Fig 
sixth Streets East: of Park. 


Over 9,000 New Buildings in the 
Entire City Contribute’ to. a 
Moderate Increase. 


A detailed study of the realty assess~ 
ment valuations for 1917; as. given ‘oiit 
last week by the Tax Department, show- 
ing. that: valiies on Manhattan Island 
have declined_from‘the 1916 assessments 
by $47,255,725, reveals the fact that of 
the eight districts ‘in which the borough 
is divided for taxation purposes all but 
three contributed to.the decline. 

The section’ showing the largest in- 
crease is that between Fortieth. and 


Ninety-sixth Streets, east of Sixth Ave- 
nue and Central Para, where values ad- 
vanced $17,54:,570. This is also the sec- 
tion showing the lergest increase in 
value for improvements, the forty-eight 
new structures there contributing $12,- 
556,000 of the increase... Second best is 
the most’ northerly section, including 
everything above 155th Street, where 100 
new structures were completed since the 
issuance of the 1916 figures. The total 
increase there was $5,808,800. The third 
section showing improvement is that be- 
tween. Fortieth and Ninety-sixth Stréets 
on the west side of Sixth Avenue and 
the Park, where there is a total increase 
of $4,449,250. Thirty new buildings there 
are added to the assessment rolls, valued 
at. $7,776,500. Comparing this with the 
total realty increase shows that there 
was a considerable curtailment in land 
values in the west side apartment house 
centre. 

The three sections showing the great- 
est loss were those south of Fortieth 
Street. The greatest was the section 
south of Fourteenth Street to Grand 
Street, from river to river, where the 
total loss” was $39,182,740. In the sec- 
tion including all the lower part of the 
city below Grand Street the loss was 
$15,990,200, and in the section north of 
Fourteenth Street to Fortieth Street 
from river to river the loss was $15,- 
555,700. The other two losing sections 
were the east Harlem and Washington 
Heights areas. In the former, includ- 
ing the territory north of Ninety-sixth 
Street east: of the Park and Lenox 
Avenue to the Harlem River, the loss 
was $3,501,800, and in the correspond- 
ing west side area, extending to 155th 
Street, the decrease was $8,671,000. 

The assessment# of these eight dis- 
tricts give a total’ dé¢rease’ of over 
$55,000,000, but as the real estate taxed 
in corporation holdings increased by 
$7,798,595, the total decrease for Man- 
hattan was brought down to the figures 
previously mentioned, a little over 
$47,000,000. 

As an offset against the Manhattan 
loss all of the other four boroughs had 
@ substantial gain, enabling the Tax 
Department to show a total increase 
for the entire city of $51,405,827. Of 
this, the sum of $20,840,415 appears as 
the real estate of corporations. 

It is not surprising to note that the 
greatest tncrease comes from the Bor- 
oughs of Brooklyn and Queens. In the 
former, realty values: have been ad- 
vanced over $48,000,000, and in Queens, 
by $28,815,840. Bronx advances by $16,- 
575,000.- In Brooklyn and Queens the 
chief. areas of advancement are in the 
new rapid transit developments. One 
section in the Eastern Parkway, Brook- 
lyn, increased by about $5,000,000 and 
the Bay Ridge district, which has been 
characterized by active building, fur- 
nishes realty increases of about §$%,- 
000,000. 

In Queens the greatest area of in- 
crease. was inthe growing industria’ 
section near the Plaza, the active centre 
being south of Nott Avenue, west of 
Van Alst ard Jackson Avenues, between 
Newtown Creek and the Hast River. 
Here the advance was nearly $3,500,000. 
Staten Island’s increase of $4,815,346 is 
significant of the growing demand for 
homes and business sites there. 

Building operations for the entire city 
provided 9,005 new structures for the 
assessment list of 1917. This number 
doés not include everything, started dur- 
ing “the present year. The big apatt- 
ments completed for occupancy this sea- 
son do.not figure at their full value, 
but, on the other hand, many big build- 
ings completed during the Fall of 1915 
appear under full valuation for the first 
time. 

While the Tax Department figures 
naturally differ from those of the Build- 
ing Bureaus, showing actual construction 
and plans filed for the year, they agree 
in denoting the same proportionate ac- 
tivity. Brooklyn furnishes the largest 
number of new ‘buildings, 3,907, but 
Queens is not far behind with 3,403. 
The assessed value of'the former is 
$34,205,885, and those in Queens figure 
at $15,606,980. Staten Island erected 902 
new structures; valued at, $3,807,160. In 
the Bronx thé number was 600, addiag 
to the tax values $15,015,400, Tho total 
amount added to the 1417 figures in the 
taxation of new buildings is $118,052,225. 

Commissioner Lawson N. Purdy,’ head 
of the Tax Department, explains that 
the’ tentative assessed valuation at this 
timie,does not include special franchises, | 
which are assessed by the State Tax 
Commission. ;

Renewais of Leases. 

In. a case under dispute where a de- 
cision was made, the committee on Real 
Estate .Laws of the New York Real 
Estate Board is quoted as follows: 

“In construing a lease: to determine 
whether it.is a lease with an option of 
renewal, requiring notice of the intent 
of the lessee to renew before its expira- 
tion, or whether it is a lease with an 
option of extension, not requiring such 
notice, notice being implied by the 
tenant’s remaining in possession after 
the expiration of the lease, unless other- 
wise. provided, the court will consider 
the.entire instrument, together with the 
facts and circumstances alleged in the 
bill. 

“Though the authorities are divided, 
the. better rule probably is that the 
tenant is required to give notice of his 
intention to renew before the expiration 
of the period of the lease, regardless of 
any provision as to notice, where it is 
clearly the parties’ intention that a new 
lease at the expiration of the old is 
to be obtained, and not that the option 
is merely one of extension, though ‘ op- 
tion of renewal’ and ‘option of ex- 
tension’ are substantially synony- 
mous.”’

The ‘thrifty ha this time, in large 
part, exhausted. their savings. . The poor 
have become more destitute than has ever : 
before been .conceivable. Armies enroce 
dented in numbers continue to surge k- 
ward and forward, in the region in which 
one-half of the Jews of the world dwell, 
Millions of Jews have become homeless and 
are confronted by starvation, disease and 
misery of every imaginable kind. 

The need for funds is, increasing daily; 
and the responsibility for rendering prompt 
assistance to alleviate these euttorineo. 
which are On so huge a scale that they, 
can scarcely be appreciated, rests, above 
all, upon. the’ Jews of America A sense 
of humanity, of prsthocyents of gratitude 
for being spared from‘ a like calamity, 
should ‘prompt all of us to give. liberally 
; and generously, regardless of what we have 
heretofore contributed, to the. relief. . funds. 
At this time of the year, when our sacred 
faith makes’a special appeal to. our hearts 
and our ‘consciences, when our‘minds and 
our souls are directed to the performance 
of our religious obligations, it is particular- 
ly incumbent upon. us, who have been en- 
abled to enjoy. the biessings of peace and 
prosperity, to reach out the helping-hand 
to those who are bereft of everything that 
is needed for eking out an existence, and 
who dwell in the depths of despair. 

Unless there {s prompt and ungrudging 
response to this appeal, the lives of thou- 
sands of innocent men, women and children, 
whose misfortunes are due to no fault of 
theirs, who have heretofore been self-sup- 
porting and self-respecting, and who have 
themselves, when the occasion demanded, 
helped those in need, will be sacrificed. 
Can there be any question as to what our 
duty and responsibility are in the premises? 
I am confident that the Jews-of this coun- 
“try. will oncé more rise to the occasion and 
open their hearts and their hands.

King Alfonso’s Nation Feels the Strain of Neutrality, 
and Coalition Cabinet May Be Led to Favor Allies

PAIN is on the eve of a minis- 
terial crisis, which may have 
materialized ere this article ap- 

"pears in print, and which while 
certain to result in the appoint- 
: : ment of a coalition administra-

An 
impression had also been created that the 
Conservatives were entirely German- 
ophile, and that if Spain remained neu- 
trl, it.was due wholly to the present 
Pi.me Minister, Count Romanones, and 
to:his Liberal followers. Indeed, it was 
asserted that if the Government’s neu- 
trality was only of a moderately friendly 
“ character toward France and her allies, 
and showed a singular lack of energy in 
the face of gross and flagrant breaches 
of’ neutrality by Germany, it was be- 
cause the Cabinet feared to lay itself 
b open to attacks by the Consérvatives, on

He de- 
serves all the more credit for this, by 
reason of the fact that his sagacious 
mother, to whom he has always been 
devoted, quite naturally sympathizes 
with Austria, the land of her birth, be- 
longing as she does to the imperial 
house of Hapsburg. Moreover, the 
King's brother-in-law, the Infant Ferdi- 
nand, who made his home at the royal 
palace of Madrid and at San Sebastian,

Canada Plans Farm Colonies. for. Soldier. 
. : wag ‘ Or at Sa vs 
Dominion Government Looks Forward to Establishing Its Fighting — 

Men on the Land and Teaching Them to Grow Successful Crops

E for the white light!” 
That ‘is the answer a 
Canadian soldier gave re- 
turning wounded from his 
empire’s war. They asked 
him whether he would 
prefer employment in a town or on a 
farm. The white light of the town for 
him! And that is the ahswer of most of 
his comrades who came back invalided 

from the front. 

That is natural, it may be said; for 
these men are more or less incapacitated 
for-hard work. It is likely enough, how- 
ever, that even the able-bodied will make 
the same choice when they first come 
back in spite of all we hear about towns- 
men in the trenches having acquired a 
taste fer the outdoor life. 

Nevertheless, a determined attempt -is 
being made all over the British Empire— 
in Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, and even in the United 
Kingdom itself—to make such arrange- 
ments that a large proportion of the 
soldiers shall settle in the country and 
not in the towns. 

That is what Rider Haggard has jifst 
gone through Canada for, after touring 
the empire on the same errand. His 
chief concern, it may be added, is not 
for Canadian soldiers, but for soldiers of 
the mother country. Their own-Govern- 
ment has a scheme of home colonization 
for them; but many are expected to em- 
igrate, and the Royal Colonial Institute, 
through this distinguished author and 
agriculturist, is trying to arrange for 
their settlement in the outlying regions 
of the empire. 

In Canada, and wherever else they go, 
they will be welcomed. But Canada’s first 
concern is with her own men. Some 
months ago the Dominion Government 
appointed an Economic and Development 
Commission to make plans for settling 
soldiers on the land. True, the commis- 
sion’s object is far wider than that. It 
has been driven home to the Canadian 
mind that far too little progress has been 
made in settling the vast expanse of fer- 
tile land in the West, not to speak of the 
large area still uncultivated in the East. 
It ig.realized that the growth of popula- 
tion and production has deen: far too 
slow; and-the commission’s main object 
is to increase the attractions, chiefly by 
increasing the profits, of rural industry. 
If country life can be: made, as the inten- 


tion is, both more remunerative and more 
socially agreeable, it will have a muc 
better chance of competing witlf 
“white light” of the city streets, and 
soldiers as well as civilians will come un- 
der the spell in growing numbers. 

After other wars, such as the half- 
breed and Indian rising of 1885, and the 
South African campaign of 1900, Ca- 
nadian soldiers were rewarded by gifts 
of public land. The idea was fnat they 
weuld settle on it, but no means were 
taken to see that-they did so, and, as a 
matter of fact, they did.not, to any 


From now on we may expect to see 
Canada guarding her land more and 
more jealously against the mere specu- 
lator, and also more and more gener- 
ously helping those who will come in 
and develop its resources. 

If the soldiers receive free grants of 
land{ therefore, it will be on condition 
that they live on it and use it; and they 
will be enabled to do so by well consid- 
ered measures of instruction and assist- 
ance.. Without such help, the soldier- 
settlers would almost certainly fail as 
others have failed. 


great extent. Most of them turned Who are these. men? 
their rights into cash, and the only peo- They are not. professional soldiers: 


ple who got any appreciable benefit 
were the land- speculators who ~bought 
these rights. 

The land passed-out of the country’s 
possession, without passing into the pos- 
session of the men who were intended 
to reap the benefit of the gift. That was 
of a piece with Canadian policy in deal- 
ing with immigrants in general... The 
Government brought people in by the 
hundred thousand, ht great expense, but 
took no particular pains to settle them 
on the land. Many of them did go on 
the land, but nothing was done to keep 
them there. Thousandsxof experienced 
but impecunious homesteaders failed, be- 
cause. the Government did not follow 
them up and help them to succeed. 
Half the free homestead entries made 
have been canceléd. That is, half the 
men who undertook to perform the small 
required amount of cultivation could not 
hold on even till the end of their three 
borer probation, when they would have 

atically become owners of their 
lan These holdings, for the most part, 
have\been taken up by other men, but 
that’ does not get rid of the fact that, 
half the pioneers failed. 

The old mistake of throwing gifts of 
land at soldiers, and then leaving them 
to do anything or nothing with it, will 
not be repeated. And the mistake of 
inviting outsiders to come in and take 
public land, without regard to their 
capacity and- resources for its proper 
development, will not be continued. 

For one thing, the Canadians have at 
last begun. to realize that the land is 
their -great national asset, and that no 
one should be intrusted with it who can- 
not or will not use it so as to benefit 
the country. by- increasing production. 


Only a very small proportion of the 
enormous British army had had any ex- 
perience whatever of military life be- 
fore this war. They are simply civ- 
ilians, drawn suddenly from the or- 
dinary occupations of industrial and 
commercial life. Those, who enlisted in 
Canada, and form the Canadian units 
at the front, had had as little military 
experience as the rest. Their experience 
of life in general, however, had been 
more varied, and many of them, even 
when enlisted in the towns, had seen a 
good deal of farm life. 

They are men, and not children, it is 
necessary to add. Many of them, no 
doubt, are of a roving disposition; that 
is one of the reasons why they. went to 
the war. Some, in fact, are naturally un- 
fit for the steady, ceaseless round of the 
farmer’s calendar. Some, at the other ex- 
treme, are perfectly fit for it, and take 
to it as a duck takes to water. They are 
either trained farmers already or easily 


\ capable of training. It Will not be so 


very hard fo provide for these; and some 
of the roving ones can perhaps be pro- 
vided for by a revival of ranching. If the 
more inaccessible regions, prematurely 
thrown open for homesteading, can be 
recovered for their natural use under a 
revised system of grazing leases, the 
cowboy ‘may come to his own again. 
There is no need to class him as an ex- 
tinct animal just yet. 

But what about the ordinary, average, 
fair-to-middling man, the man neither 
cursed with incapacity to settle down, 
nor blessed with a capacity to settle any- 
wht€re and -succeed: af anything? He-is 
probably in a great majority. If proper-. 
ly trained, and given a fair start, and 
looked after for a while-with friendly - 
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and not too officious care, he is capable 
of becoming what his country chiefly 
wants—an efficient producer of crops 
and raiser of stock. 

How iis this training, this fair start, 
this after-care to be arranged? The ef- 
fect of the soldier life on a man’s nature 


brutalize him, however brutal war may 
be. The hardened old soldier is often 
most notably the gentle map. He is 
hardened to vicissitudes of weather and 
fortune, to awful sights and sounds, té 
physical pain and deprivation in spite of 
all the wonderful modern organization of 
commissariat and cooking of ambulance 
and hospital. Discipline has inoculated 
his blood and is no longer made hateful - 
by savage martinets. His life is one of 
habitual regularity, however often that — 
regularity is broken by battle and bomb. 

He has learned in the severest of 
schools that he is more and also less than 
a mere individual. He has had to fit him- 
self into the general scheme-of things— 
to the General’s scheme of things if you 
like. The youngest private comes to ses 
that he is a part, and an important part, 
of a big machine. And that machine is 
not mere mechanism though mechanical 
precision is one of its ideals. It is a 
human e; a comnrinity organized 
to the highest pitch for a particular end. 
Each human atom of it soon imbibes, 
willingly or by getting it hammered into 
him, the spirit of loyalty to the commun- 
ity and to his fellow-atoms. He is one - 
of'a team, and what he is taught to aim 
at is the winning of the match, regard- 
less of his own little fate and fame. At 
the same time the modern soldier is en- — | 
couraged to think for himself, to use in- 
itiative and resource—a lesson that the 
British soldier. was always apt to learn, 
even under official discouragement. - ~

. Fesentative of the Government. The in- 
tending colonists would work under his 
instruction; receiving full value in wages. 
At the end of a year every man who had 
proved his fitness would receive his 
share of the colony land, 16C acres, and 
a loan of, say, $1,500, for machinery 
-and other equipment, at low interest. 
After a further period the soldier 
settler would get a clear title to his 


-  Jan@; as a homesteader does ‘now. 


Where the Federal Government still 
owns the public land—that is, in the 
three prairie provinces, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba—it will 
naturally-organize these colonies itself. 
Elsewhere, the Provincial Governments 
_may be expected to do it. 

British Columbia has already an- 
nounced the details of such a scheme and 
has decided to extend its benefits to any 
Canadian soldier, no matter what prov- 
ince he enlisted in, and also to soldiers 
ef the motherland. Each man is to re- 
ceive a free grant of land, and a loan of 
$1,350, while the province will also spend 
$500 on clearing, as the land is mostly 
under forest. At the other end of the 
Dominion New Brunswick has passed a 
special act to settle soldiers in “com- 


‘munities so cagunteet: ap to-provide for 


social comfert ‘and co-operation.” On- 
tario,.which has sent more men to the 


’ war than any other province, has created 


a Soldiers’ Aid Commission, and there 
an.earnest attempt will be.made to 
as many soldiers as possible on the 


It is one thing to put men on the land, 
and quite another to keep them there. 
This is the second task before the Ca- 
nadian Government, and it is a good deal 
harder than the first. Soldier settle- 
ments are nothing new. They are as old 
as the Roman Empire, and older. Much 
of the best blood in Canada comes down 
from soldier colonists: These men, un- 
used to the country and the climate, with 
little organization and less experience, 
did the rough hard work of pioneers, 
carving farms out of forest and laying 
firm foundations for the national struc- 
ture of today. But in one of their disad- 
vantages they had an advantage over 
their successors. If their task was hard 
to accomplish, it was also hard to quit. 
Getting into the wilderness was not easy, 
nor was getting out of it. And if they 
did get out, where were they to go? The 
towns offered little attraction and less 
opportunity. But today— 

Canada is, in fact, up against the un- 
solved .problem that worries thinking 
men on both sides of the line—how to 


-stop the town from robbing the country. 


The reaséns why people leave the coun- 
tap for the town are many and complex, 
bat they can pretty well be summed up 
in a sentence. The town promises 
greater social and financial opportuni- 
ties. The promise is constantly broken; 
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the office or factory slave often. longs 
for what he once thought the slavery 


of the field. But the glittering promise 


continues to attract; and so many of 
those who yield to it succeed that thou- 
sands more troop after them, imagining 
themselves the certain winners of an 
equally great success. 

Tt is not exactly to be expected that 
the Canadian Government will dot the 
prairie with electric lights, establish 
subsidized vaudeville. and picture thea- 
tres in every village, and run State auto 
trains from the remotest farms to these 
centres of gayety. But it is expected 
that a serious effort will be made along 
many lines to lessen the social disad- 
vantages of the countryside, as well as 
to increase the financial profits. of rural 
industry. 

For the financial advantage of Ca- 


nadian farming several main schemes. 


are being considered. Plans have been 
formed for supplying the farmer—not 
the soldier settler alone—with cheap 
capital; for a wide and deep propaga- 
tion among farmers of the results of 
agricultural investigation. and experi- 
ment; for the development of co-opera- 
tion and other means of reducing the 
enormous discrepancy between pro- 
ducer’s price and consumer’s price; for 
reducing not only the cost of distribution, 
but the cost of production. 

Whether these things ean be done by 
the present system of Government de- 
partments under political chiefs is very 
doubtful. As the Canadian Prime Min- 
ister is known fo be bent on getting 
something valuable done, there is at 
least a fair chance that we shall see the 


present ‘system -modified by wise and 


cautious experiments in administrative 
evolution.. Both of the great national 
parties have already been moving in this 
direction, The Liberals established the 
Railway Commission, with a large power 
of control over railway rates and man- 
agement. The Conservatives set up the 
Grain Commission, which not only car- 
ries out the grading and weighing of 
grain, but operates vast Government el- 
evators. Both commissions are practical- 
ly independent of the old semi-political 
machinery, and both have been a gen- 
uine success, 

One thing is clear, that Canadians of 
all parties, like other members of the 
British brotherhood of nations; are ready 
to welcome a thoroughgoing policy of 
national organization and development, 
including changes that might have 
been difficult to accomplish before the 
war. 

A Government or party that whole- 
heartedly. puts itself at the head of this 
movement may’ call itself conservative or 
anything it likes, but it will certainly and 
largely strengthen: its own position with 
the country if only it has the political 
shrewdness to provide that the ‘country’s 
new business organizations shall be 
run by competent business men placed 
absolutely out of reach of party influ- 
ence. 

If such a policy of efficiency is adopt- 
ed in the matter of returning soldiers, 
and its execution intrusted to a non-po- 
litical land settlement board, then a body 
of soldier colonists, united by comrade- 
ship in arms, should have every prospect 
of success. 


Germans Can't Stop Elusive Belgian Paper 








Issued Every Week for Over a Year, Yet Military Authorities 
Fail to Find the Editor or His Movable Publication Office 








N Feb. 1 last year there ap- 
peared in Belgium the first 


copy of La Libre Belgique, 


a weekly illustrated news- 

paper that has been pub- 

lished at regular intervals 
ever since, to the great chagrin of the Ger- 
man authorities in control of that stricken 
country. Today there is a standing re- 
ward of 50,000 francs ($10,000) in gold 
for any person who can furnish General 
von Bissing, the Governor General of Bel- 
gium, with the correct address and name 


of the man who publishes La Libre Bel-- 


gique. A similar reward awaits the per- 
son who can disclose the identity of 
“Ego,” the editor of the paper, and 
smaller sums will be paid for information 
leading to the arrest of others connected 
with the management of this mysterious 
publication. 

As its name indicates, La Libre Bel- 
gique is a patriotic publication whose mis- 
sion is to keep alive in the hearts of Bel- 
gians an unshakable confidence in the 
ultimate triumph of the allied armies and 
the restoration of King Albert and Bel- 
gian independence. 

When the first issue of- La Libre Bel- 
gique appeared more tha) nineteen 
months ago little attention was paid to 
it by the German administration in Bel- 
gium. But when the second issue ap- 
peared a week later the Governor General 
ordered the paper suppressed and the 
publishers and editurs brought before 
him, to be dealt with according to the 
laws and regulations promulgated by 
Berlin for the government of Belgium. 

Agents of the German Secret Service 
searched every nook and corner in occu- 
pied Belgium. Not a single typesetting 
machine, not a printing press, not even 
a blue pencil, or a pair of scissors, that 
could be identified as the property of any 
person connected with La Libre Bel- 
gique, was discovered. Not a person 
was found to reveal the secret of the 
paper. 

Issue No. 3, then 4 and 5, appeared 
in succession, and only a few weeks ago 
No. 80 made its appearance. Since that 
time 81, 82, and 83 have xedoubtedly 
been printed and distributed. 

The paper is never published twice in 
the same place, and’ it never appears on 
the same day each week. One week it 
comes out on Monday, the next on Tues- 
« @ay, and so on. week it apparently 
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nose, so to speak, of the Governor Gen-- 


eral. The next week it is printed “ some- 
where in Antwerp,” then in Liége, or 
perhaps in Louvain. Up to the present 
time more than seventy-five Belgian 
cities and towns have been honored with 
an edition printed “ somewhere in their 
midst.” 

Every week when La Libre Belgique 
makes its mysterious appearance the Ger- 
man military authorities and the Secret 
Service organization swoop down on the 
place where they think that it has been 
printed. But they always arrive too late. 
They find no one who knows the editor, 
or the business manager, or who can 
even suggest where the cellar or other 
secret printing plant is located. 

On the first page of every issue, in the 
corner where the weather forecast usu- 
ally appears in American newspapers, is 
this little tantalizing notice: 

OFFICES AND MANAGEMENT. 

As these offices cannot be a place of per- 
fect rest, they are located in a self moving 
cellar. 

In the opposite corner one finds this 
announcement: 

ADVERTISING. 

Busttaess being null under the German ad- 
minis@mion we have suppressed the adver- 
tising page and advise our patrons to keep 
their money for better times. 

The cable address of La Libre Bel- 
gique is humorously stated to be the ad- 
dress of the-Commandant of Brussels, 
while the price is given. as “ elastic, 
from zero to infinite,” and newsdealers 
are urged “not to exceed the price 
limit.” 

Under the name of the paper, which 
is printed in lazge black letiers, are two 
quotations from eminent Belgians—Car- 
dinal Mercier’ and Adolphe’ Max, the 
Burgomaster of Brussels, who is now in 
a German prison. 

This is the quotation from the Burgo- 
master: 

Let us accept temporerily the sacrifices 
which are imposed upon us—and let us wait 
patiently for the hour of reparation. 

On the opposite side of the page is 
this quotation’ from - the Storanices of 
Belgium’s famous Cardinal:

publishers as a “bulletin of patriotic 
propagandism,” which appears “ regu- 
larly irregular” and is “not submitted 
to%gny censorship.” While the German 
authorities have been baffled in their ef- 
forts to suppress the newspaper in Bel- 
gium, they have been highly successful 
in preventing copies from reaching neu- 
tral or enemy countries. As a matter of 
fact, it is said by a well-known Belgian 
now in New York, that not more than 
three copies—in fact, only parts of three 
-—shave ever reached the United States. 
One of those copies came to Tue New 
Yorx Tives, another was sent to a prom- 
inent man in Canada, and the third to a 
‘prominent American citizen of Belgian 
origin. 


How these three sheets—for that is . 


all they were—got past the German sol- 
diers who guard the frontiers of Belgium 
is a question that cannot be answered 
in this article, although it may be men- 
tioned that at least one of the pages 
was brought out by a German subject 
who was broad-minded enough to appre- 
ciate the humorous side of a situation 
which has almost dyiven von Bissing to 
distraction. It is the first page of that 
edition which THE Times MAGAZINE re- 
produces. 

Cus he test pede at oats issue of La 
Libre Belgique appears a single illustra- 
tion. In this particular issue is a picture 
of ‘Belgium’s new coat of arms as the 
Germans, according tothe editors of the 
paper, would like it to be. The Belgtan 
lion wears a German helmet, while 
astride him is the picture of a jan who 
is not unlike the Kaiser in appearance. 
Under the “new coat of arms” there is 
an explamatory article facetiously dated 
Berlin, July 2, 1916, and addresed to the 
Director of La Libre Belgique. The ar- 
title as “wired from Berlin” reads as 
follows: 

My Dear Director: 

The mission with which you charged me 
has succeeded perfectly. I have indeed had 
the good fortune to find in the archives of 
a collector beyond the Rhine the famous 
hidden document which we have so long 
dreamed of p i I-am ding it to 
you under this cover. 

As the inscription wciainat indicates, 
it is _very necessary that we have a new 
coat of arma for Belgium. Jt represents, as 
you see it represents, the Belgian lion ridden 
by a.German soldier, both of them wearing 
German helmets. Under it is our national 
motto. 

Postal cards reproducing the coat of arms 
have been placed on sale th the 
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empire. This Wis done shorUy after the 
conquest of our country by the German 
hordes. You will m@te on the cut this in- 
scription: “In commemoration of the éon- 
quest of Belgium, August, 1914."’ 

._ This card was withdrawn from circulation 
‘after the first defeat on the Yser.

The issue which came to the man in 
Canada carried on its first page a pict- 
ure of Governor General von Bissing. 
The General was shown reading a copy 
of La Libre Belgique, which the caption 
above the picture ‘calls von Bissing’s 
“bosom friend.” The caption beneath 
the picture reads: 

Our dear Governor, disgusted in reading 
the falsehoods of the censored papers, sccks 
the truth In La Libre Belgique. 

In June of last year there appeared an 
issue of La Libre Belgique which was 
particularly displeasing to von Bissing 
end his subordinates. Afterward he di- 
rected that more stringent orders be 
promulgated for the suppression of the 
annoying publication. But the orders 
could not be carried inte effect. The fol- 


lowing week La Libre Belgique was pub- 
lished as usual, and on the first page 
the editor thanked General von Bissing 
and his subordinates for “again doing 
us the honor of concerning themselves 
with our modest bulletin.” 

That article, which was written by 
“ Ego,” read as follows: — 

NOTICE 

They have again done us the honor of con- 
cerning themselves with our modest bulletin. 
We are indeed flattered, but we feel com- 
pelled to repeat what we have already said 
in our defense. We are certainly not-of those 
who can be accused of disregarding the-truth, 
of inciting our fellow-citizens to rebellion.

There 
is rarely a question of price. But throughout 
the orders appear the three requisites—good, 
neat, and fashionable. This excellence, neat- 
ness, and fashionableness in his personal 
attire was reflected in his house and its fur- 
nishings. 

The domestic life at Mount Vernon was 
simple and methodical. One of Washington's 
sense of order and organization could endure 
nothing else. Martha, either natively or by 
cultivation, supplemented him exactly. 

They both were early risers, though break- 
fast was not early for all the household. 
Washington in Winter often made his own 
fire in his library and there, over his corre- 

pond and ts, @id an immense 
amount of work in a few hours. Mrs. Wash- 
ington rose when he did and directed the 
beginning of the day’s domestic duties inte 
easy and ordered channels. After breakfast 
he rode out on one of his horses to overlook

After Eleven Months in the Trenches Author of “The First. 
Hundred ‘Thousan e ‘Sees a Tremendous and Vital Change 


By Joyce Kilmer. 

HE’ romantic novel has been 
justified. No longer can crit- 
ics bring against the tale of 
wild adventure and hefoic ac- 
tidn the charge that it.is un- 
true to life. .For life itself is 

wild and romantic, past any imaginings 


> ef the maker of fiction, in these days of 


‘war. 

It was Ian Hay who told me this, as 
we sat. in the lounge of a New York ho- 
tel—Ian Hay, whose “ The First Hundred 


- Thousand”-has done.so much to give 
‘ English-and American readers an inti- 
; mate knowledge of the humors and trag- 
‘= edies of daily life in Kitchener's Army. 
- Yet a search of the hotel registem,would 


not reveal the name.of Ian Hay. The 


real naifie of. the author of.“ The First 
_ Hundred Thousand” is _ Gaptain John 
. Hay Beith. 


Since 1907 -he has been known as a 


‘ writer of tales of English life, some sev- 
- en novels with his signature having ap- 


peared before the war. The last of 
these, “ A Knight on Wheels,” was pub- 
lished three days before war was de- 


. elared.. At that time he was in the Offi- 


cers’ Training Corps. He applied for a 
commission in the first battalion formed 
in Kitchener’s Army, and went to France 
as Lieutenant of the Tenth Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders in May, 1915, in 
the first division of the new army to 
eross the Channel. 


He was continuously in action until ~ 


April of this year, when he was sent 
back to England to join the instructional 
staff of the machine gun corps. Among 
the actions in which he engaged was the 
battle of Loos. He was present at Loos 
the first three days. For his conduct 
in. this battle Captain Beith was awarded 


~the Military Cross. 


I asked Captain Beith what changes he 
had noticed in the literary tendencies of 
Engiand after his return home from 
eleven months in the trenches 

“The thing that struck me at once,” 
he said, “was the utter disappearance 
of the man who wrote about the things 
that don’t matter. I don’t know what 
has become of him—perhaps he is at the 
front, perhaps he is writing about the 
things that do matter. At any rate, you 
do not find in London’s literary life to- 
day the sort of man very conspicuous 
before the war, who was tremendously 
busy writing about absolutely unimpor- 
tant things. 

“You see, the amount of attention 
given to sports and pleasures of all sorts 
is much less than it ever was before. 
Many of the newspapers publish abso- 
lutely nothing about sports. And the 
amount of dramatic criticism printed is 
very small. There is very little writing 
about abstract subjects—very little 
thinking about abstract..subjects. We 
are too much concerned with great facts 
to bother about the abstract.” 

* “Do you think,” I asked, “that this— 
effect is beneficial?” 

“I think,” Captain Beith replied, 
“that the war’s effect on literature and. 
on everything else is in general most 
salutary. Take the matter that I have 
already mentioned—the sports and pleas- 
ures of different kinds. Before the war 
the newspapers were full of elaborate 
discussions of topics of the most trivial 
kind—games, tango teas, and all sorts of 
nonsense. There seemed to be nothing to 
talk about or to write about but these 
things. Now such things are bad form 
—neo one thinks or talks or writes about 
them.

before the war: The list of them is a sadly 
long one. First, by the impertance of his 
‘work and influence, is Charles Péguy, who, 
‘was killed in 1914. on the Marne battle front. 
The work of Péguy is well known tg the 
American public; it has never offered a more 
suitable reading than at this time. Péguy 
has been the forerunner of the “school of 
writers who herald the new spirit of the 
French youth, a spirit more religious, more 
patriotic, more laudatory of active fife than 
is to be found among their predecessors, the 
vanquished of 1870. Téguy published his 
works in his célebrated Cahiers de la Quin- 
gaine, a sort of magazine containing usually 
a whole story in-each numiber, and seme of 
his best writings are difficult to get now. 
But a new edition of his complete works is 
being prepared .by Alexandre Millerand, 
Maurice Barrés, André Suarés, and’ Henri 
Bergson. Some of his most popular books 
are obtainable, among which are “ Notre 
patrie,”” “* Pages chvisics,”” and some of his 
poctical works.

The first item, 
prominently displayed on the first page, 
Was a news report of an annual convention 
fm Boston: “Booksellers in Conclave— 
Steps to be Taken to Combat the Depart- 
ment Stores.”. Other news items—all of 
@ literary character—follow, and the first 
“Reviews of New Books,” consisting of 
critical notices of books by Mrs. HumPnEY 
, Wasp, H. C. Bunnes, F. Anstey, RoBERtT 
Bar, and others, are not reached until the 
page is turned. Further on the record of 
“Books Received” is given in-less than 
half a column; the “ Fall Announcements” 
fill nearly three columns, while the largest 
amount of space—almost a page—is devoted 
to short news paragraphs of “ Authors and 
Books.” Since this beginning Tat Boox 
Review has naturally been through many 
*Gevelopments, more or less reflecting the 
changes taking place in the world of litera-

WENTY years ago, judging by the 


is ‘today—or, rather, than it has been in 
gome recent seasons. The “List of Five 
Hundred Autumn Books” appearing in 
this number of Tuz Boox Review gives an 
indication, in certain respects, of changes 
that are again taking place in book pro- 
duction. Conditions now, of course, are 
far different from those prevailing in the 


of that period. Thus, the total number of 
books from which the present List of Five 
Hundred ts selected is decidedly smaller 
than it has been for-many years. Another 
noticeable change, evident in the present 
list, is in the lessening number of books of 
fiction, the growing proportion of serious 
books, especially those of a historical char- 
acter, These changés are due, unquestion-~ 
ably, to conditions created by the European 
war and cannot, therefore, be considered 
as natural, inevitable developments in 
literary taste, nor as permanent in their 
influence. The increased cost of book 
production, for instance, due to war con- 
ditions, gives the obvious explanation for 
the diminishing number of books published. 
So, too, the growing importance of his- 
torical works in current publications, and 
the proportional decline of fiction is mani- 
festly a result of the popular absorption in 
the great topic of the day, a topic that in- 
volves the histories of practically all the 
nations of Europe and that is itself pro- 
ducing-new works of history at a rate that 
heretoform has not been equaled. ‘When 
the war %s over it is not likely that the 
Present average of “war books” will be 
immediately decreased. For years to come 
the great war will undoubtedly be an im- 
portant item in the lists of publishers. 
But as the cost of book production re- 
sumes its norma! level there is every reaso 
to expect that works of fiction, and what- 
ever caters to the so-called popular taste 
in reading, will again be as it was—al- 
though chastened, perhaps, in spirit and 
improved in art—“ before the war.” 





NE of the odd bits of history, written 

by the war,-that has, for some reason 

or other, escaped the pages of the daily 
newspapers, is happily rescued by Tag 
New York Trmes CuRRENT History for 
October. It forms a humian interest story, 
odd enough in the annals of the diplo- 
matic relations of great nations, and the 
bones of it are to be found in the fre- 
quently dry pages of official “ white 
papers.” It concerns an American citizen, 
of Italian parentage, Franx L. Guitoni by 
name, who was born in Marlborough, Mass., 
thirty years ago, and who was arrested 
in Italy, January, 1915. The story is an 
admirable illustration,and comment on the 
complexities of the laws of citizenship as 
these afe maintained in different countries. 
Guitont, “born an American citizen, was 
impressed into the Italian Army, and was 
serving against his wishes.” For this 
reason, in January, 1915, the State Depart- 
ment cabled to the American Ambassador 
at Rome asking for an investigation. Bear- 
ing the facts of the case in mind one imag- 
ines that an “investigation” would have 
resulted In speedy justice.. This, however, 
does not take into account the officjal dif- 
ferences of opinion existing between the 
governments of two great nations regard- 
ing immigration and citizenship. In order 
to rescue Guiloni from a manifest injustice 
the diplomatic machinery of three great 
nations was kept in operation for a year 
and a half. The trouble was that “the 
citizenship iaws of Italy and the naturaliza- 
tion laws of the United States are in con- 
flict at oné point, and this conflict forced 
the son of a humble Italian immigrant into 
the European war against his will.” Before

CITY VERSUS COUNTRY. 

The milk strike is only one phase 
of the feud between city and country, 
between the earth and the eaters of 
The country thinks that 
the city lives on the country.

In fact, neither lives on the 
other, and each is necessary to the 
welfare of the other. What is wrong 
is. the dislocation between them, and 
both are sufferers thereby. If they 
were regarded as a unit instead of 
fighting fractions both would be bet- 
ter off. It would be a contribution ¢o 
this end if the country would emulate 
the city in one of its virtues, which is 
imputed to the city for a fault; that 
is in its organization. 

For example, if the milk distributers 
make too much profit it is becausé 
they are better organized than the 


farmers. The distributers know what | 


it costs to produce milk, for some of 
them.gre themgelves preducers. They 
see po reason .why they. should ‘pay 
inefficfent. producers moré than a faix 
price. And théy see no reason why 
they efiduld self any. chéaper than

and decreasing the costs of distribu- 
tion. The industry needs integration 
on a large scale, not an, excess of 
competitions among producers on @ 
small seale, and an excess of effi- 
ciency, among distributers who fix 
prices tow for producers and high! for 
consumers, with all that lies between 
for themselves. , 

Perhaps it might be said that the 
city is the more to biame, for the 
trouble is more of’a sort which it is 
the function of “ business" to remedy 
than of farmers. The consumers have 
paid the distributers’ demands too 
complaisantly.’ Milk consumers might 
have eliminated the middleman, by 
becoming themselves producers and 
distributers to themselves of what 
they consume. That would have been 
easier than for the farmers to have 
organized as distributers of what 
others consumed. There are 6,000,000 
farmers in the United States. The 
average farm ranges from thirty-five 
acres in some sections to seventy-five 
in others. Those units are too small 
for economic production. The farm- 
ers make a living for themselves, but 
by combination they might easily 
make a better living for themselves 
and provide cheaper products to the 
country. Industrial combinations 
sought their profits in cheaper pro- 
duction. They “ made”’ their profits 
from the economies of large scale 
integrated operations, and division of 
the results with consumers. It is time 
that agriculture should be regenerated 
in like manner. 

The Agricultural Department is do- 
ing prodigies in trying to arouse and 
‘educate the farmers, but the farmers 
neglect the instruction just as the 
President regretted that business 
neglected the efforts of the Bureau 
of Commerce and the Federal Trade 
Commission. Laws and Government 
intervention are less needed than the 
appearance of agricultural captains 
of industry working. along lines 
which have created fortunes from 
factory operations. The trouble with 
the Dafrymen's League is not that it 
is an organization, but that it is 
an organization more to attack the 
profits of others than to make profits 
of its own by the betterment of pro- 
duction and distribution.

THE NATURAL HISTORY MUSEUM. 

Since 1905, when _the southwest 
wing was erected, there has been no 
addition to the American Museum of 
Natural History in Manhattan Square. 
Yet the collections of the Museum i[n- 
crease yearly, and even in its present 
condition, with so many of its most 
valuable acquisitions either almost 
hidden in dark corners or withheld 
from exhibition, the institution is re- 
garded throughout the world as the 
most important of its kind, a lasting 
honor to the scientific spirit of this 
country. There is imperative need 
for the building of the southeast wing. 
This has been carefully planned and 
its cost is estimated at about $800,000. 
The city, which undertook to provide 
the buildings for the Museum, will not 
be ready to continue its additions to 
this great structure for a long while 
to come. The collections of the Mu- 
seum are now so large that the entire 
southern half of the building could be 
used to good advantage if it could be 
completed. It is likely that the north- 
ern half, facing Eighty-first Street, 
will not be in existence for another 
quarter of a century. 

An appeal to private citizens, there- 
fore, for funds with which to push 
fcrward this great work is timely and 
well advised. An endowment for the 
southeast wing and ceurt would per- 
petuate for all time the name of the 
donor. There could be no better out- 
let for private munificence. The 
enormous educational value of the 
Museum needs no advertisement. One 
large gift would lead in time to 
others, and it would not detract in 
the least from the dignity of the Mu- 
seum as a public institution to have 
parts of its building established as 
permanent memorials of individual 
benefactors. . What nobler memorial 
could any man have? 

In their enthusiasm for the devejop- 
ment of the splendid institution in 
their charge, however, it would be 
well for the Directors of the Museum 
{to refrain from meddling with the 
design of Central Park. No more di- 
rect line of communication between 
the Natural History and the Art Mu- 
seums is needed. They are not far 
apart and the walk through the Park 
is delightful. Also, there are cross- 
town cars on Bighty-sixth Street. As 
for the construction of an open place, 
where the old reservoir has. been, to 
be used for outdoor entertainments, 
the Directors seem to need to be told 
that the people of New York do not 
intend to have any, part of Central 
Perk divertéd to such purpdses. The 
Park Commission will take care of the 
parks. The Directors of the Natural 
History Museum have enough work 
of their own to attend to. We hope 
they will get the money for their new 
wing.

AMERICAN DYESTUFFS. 
In the recent expansion of our chem. 
ical industries! there has been nothing 


more remarkable and encouraging than 


the rapid growth of the production of 
dyestuffs. Before the war ‘more than 
three-quarters of our supply catne 
from Germany: A gréat increase of 
output here has been made possible by 
improved methods in the manufacture 
of coke, By these much’that formérly ° 
was thrown away is now saved and 
uttlized. In his address at. the Nation- 
al. Chemists’ Convention, Dr. HERTY, 
President of the American Chemical 
Society, spoke of “ the rapid extension 
“ of the by-product coke oven, wheieby 
“we are now assured ofa far more 
“than adequate supply of raw mate- 
“rial for an American dyestuff indus- 
“try sufficient for American needs.” 

No other country has a greater sup- 
ply of the raw material, At the begin- 
ning of the war we were consuming 
the finished product at the rate of 
29,000 tons a year. For a time the 
withdrawal of supplies from Germany, 
caused much inconvenience. But now 
thirty American companies are mak- 
ing dyestuffs. One of them asserts 
that its output will soon be at the an- 
nual rate of 80,000,000 pounds, or 
about one-half of the quantity used 
before the war. It is predicted that 
before the end of next year the domes- 
tic supply will be equal in quantity to 
the entire supply three years ago, et- 
though there will not be so great a va- 
riety of colors, A thorough’ inquiry as 
to the Industry here and abroad has 
been made by Dr. NorTon, an expert 
agent ofour Department of Commerce. 
Fer full development here, he says, 
only co-operation and fair competition 
are needed. 

The chemists express disapproval of 
the exception of certain dyestuffs in 
the recent act of Congress which gives 
the industry special and conditional 
protection, although these are still to 
have an ad valorem rate of 30 per cent. 
Discussion concerning the dyestuffs 
tariff relates, of course, to what will 
take place after the war. We do not 
think there is sufficient ground for any 
anxiety. There will be a considerable 
tariff. The needs of our manufactur- 
ing industries will consume the domes- 
tic output. Those who fear that Ger- 
many, after the declaration of peace, 
will attempt to regain her old market 
by selling here at extremely low prices 
should not overlook certain safeguards 
recently provided. Such attempts 
would demand the attention of the Tar- 
ttf, Commission and the Federal Trade 
Commission, and probably would cal! 
for action. under. our new anti-dump- 
ing law, ¢specially if the goods should 
be offered at figures below the cost of 
production or the market prices at 
home with transportation charges 
added.

THE NEW BOOKS. 

Today THE NEw York Times RE- 
view oF Booxs celebrates its twentieth 
anniversary by the publication of a 
descriptive list of new Autumn books 
and a continuation of its bibliography 
of the European war, which has al- 
ready reached formidable dimensions. 
A mere glance at its well - filled 
columns shows that the publishing 
business in’ America is prosperous, 
and that the literary trend is upward. 
A glance, also, will show that the 
literary supplement of this newspaper 
retains the place it gained twenty 
years ago as the foremost chronicle 
of books as news and a leading ex- 
ponent of just and appreciative 
literary criticism. Some apt and well- 
informed comment on its development 
and the principles which have always 
governed it may be read in the RE- 
view itself, but the publication from 
week to week and year to year tells 
its own story. 

The list of the season’s new books 
is alluring. In fiction the growing 
ambition of the novelists to use their 
medium for the exposition of the 
serious problems of complex modern 
life is noteworthy. In the domain of 
history and biography the product 
is most encouraging. The descriptive 
Hst of new and férthcoming books 
for the young indicates that an in- 
creasing number of skilled writers are 
devoting themselves to that attrac- 
tive, useful, and remunerative branch 
of literature with a. keen sense of its 
importance. As for the bibliography 
of the war, any reader who tried to 
keep closely in touch with it would be 
compelled to* withdraw from all the 
activities of life. It is richly varied 
and represents the labor of a multi- 
tude of writers, all working, ag it 
were, at white heat. Yet it will serve 
chiefly, as the years pass, as a guide 
to the historians. The first chapter 
of.the history of the greatest of wars 
is yet to be written.

By the. very wording the .act. states 
exactly what it was intended to be—-a 
wage measure and nothing else, There 
was no suggestion of a desire or an 
attémpt on thé part of Congress or of 
the four brotherhoods to limit their 

any"s work to eight hours. In fact, the) 
employes themsetves would be the ‘first 
to repudiate any such measure. 

Early in the .eontroversy there was 
some confusion’of mind among the men 
themselves on this matter, and’ in re- 
sponse to a ‘vigorous protest against 
any suggestion thet the .number of 
hours of their working day be reduced, 
the brotherhood: leaders had to define 
clearly that their purpose was not th 
reduction of hours, but an increase 
in thé wage scale. 

The difference between an eight-hour 
work day, as applied in manufacturing 
and building trades, and the elght-hour 
basic day which the men proposed is 
clearly ahown. in an article written by 
Mr. Val Fitzpatrick, Vice President of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
in The Ratiroad Trainman of January, 
1913, as follows; ‘ 

There appears to be some difference of 
opinion as to what such a proposal in- 
volves, therefore It may be seasonable to 
say that there ts quite a difference between 
an eight-hoar workday and an eight-heur 
basic workday. 

The first contemplates that eight hours 
shall be the maximum working time, and 
as a tule where the eight-hour workday 
obtains through ccntract relations between 
employer and employes it is the constant 
endeavor to prevent working overtime ex- - 
cept ip cases of necessity. It appears that 
some of the men in the train service are 
of the opinion that this is the proposal of 
the organizations. However, this is not the 
case. The second, the eight-hour basis 
workday, -ontemplated that eight hours 
shall be the basis for a day's work, and 
any time in excess thereof, shall be paid 
for as overtime; consequently, under such 
a provision there is no limit to the hours 
worked. The letter system is the one pro- 
posed by the train service brotherhoods, 
and is in accord with the action taken by 
the delegates at the eleventh biennial con- 
vention of the Erotherbood of Railroad 
Trainmen, 

The conditions in the railroad busiriess 
which Mr, Baker describes in his refer- 
ence to his father’s experience are 
those of a generation ago, and do not 
apply. in any general way to railroad 
operation today. Congress itself has 
provided, in passing the Hours of Ser- 
vice act, that men engaged in certain 
branches of transportation service shall 
not be worked more than sixteen hours, 
and.the carrier is penalized in the event 
of any infraction. 

Mr. Baker might as well refer to the 
careless sanitation of a generation ago 
and its costly toll of lives, or impure 
food of other daye and its death roll, 
as to cite these former conditions as a 
basis for argument today in the rail- 
road business. 

His reference to the number of people 
killed on the railroads is also utterly 
disingenuous, as by far the greater 
majority of people killed by the rall- 
roads meet death throligh no fault of 
railroad operation. It is the constant 
use of railroad right of way for public 
foot passage and the ignoring of grade 
‘crossing regulations that cause the 
great majority of deaths py railroad 
trains. These figures are easily obtain- 
able if. Mr. Baker had cared to get the 
facts.

FIRE ALARMS. CONGREGATION 


2,500° Worshippers in Kessler 


Theatre Are Quieted by 
Rabbi Kiminester. 


Yom Kippur, the Jewish Day of 
Atcnement, a day set aside for prayer 
and fasting, was observed: yesterday: 
Special services were held in synagogues 
and other meeting places, ‘in many of 
which the history of the ‘Day of Atone- 
ment and of the Jewish peoples was 
traced by the speakers. The Rev. Joseph 
Silverman, of the Temple Eman-El, at 
Fifth Avenue end. Forty-third Street, 
chose “ The New Judaism "’ as his topic 
and appealed to his auditors to do all 
in their power to aid Jewish sufferers 
in the war zone abroad. He devoted 
a considerable part of his sermon. to 
Jewish charities, and expressed: ap- 
proval of the Federation: of Jewish 
Charities now being organized. 

This Federation; Rabbi Silverman 
said, indicated that in unison of spirit 
in works of love and philanthropy the 
spirit of the Jewish religion was being 
better exemplified than ever before. 

Considerable excitement among 2,500 
persons who. were holding .Yom;Kippur 
services in the Kessler Theatre,..at 
Second Avenue and’ Second. Street, was 
caused by the turning. in of a false 
fire alarm from the third floor of: the 
building while the services Were in prog~ 
ress. Fire-apparatus was rushed to 
the scene, and the shouts in the street 
and noise made by the engines caused 
great alarm among the worslilppers. A 
panic was avoided, however, and Habbi 
Herman Kiminester continued to con- 
duct the services as though nothing out 
of the ordinary had taken place. 

The Rev. Dr. M..H. Harris, of Temple 
Israel, in Harlem, urged young Jews to 
take religion seriously and to give it 
@ real place in their lives. He told of 
the origin of the word “ scapegoat,” 
which, he said, was the term applied to 
the animal that, in early days, was sup- 
posed to take on the sins of the people, 
and was then permitted to escape, and 
said that for many ages and in many 
countries the Jewish people had: been 


the scapegoats of the world. 

“It is hardly understandable,’” said 
Dr. Harris, ‘‘ that there is less religious 
adherence in these days of tolerance and 
light than was demonstrated in the era 
0 oppression and darkness. Nearly 
every writer in literature has had his 
fling at the Jews from the time of the 
+reeks and of the Latin satirists, and 
from the time of the English Chaucer, 
in the thirteenth century, who made 
tho ritual murder. one of his Canter- 
bury Tales, right down to the unspeak- 
able Tom Watson of Georgia.’’ 

In Germany, Dr. Harris said, the 
anti-Semitic movement was ‘“‘a cunning 
political move to divert the attention 
of the public frcm the autocratic powers 
and abuses of Government by persuad- 
ing the people that all of their social 
troubles were due to the Jew.”’

American Medicine Presents 
Statistical Evidence Against 
Such a Theory. | 


IMPORTANCE OF . HYGIENE 


its Educational Features Have Been 
Serlously Neglected Here, 
Says the Writer: 


The editor of American Medicine ex- 
presses the opinion’ that there is little 
danger of spreading infantile paralysis 
through the medium of the schools and 
presents several arguments in the cur- 
rent issue in support of his contention. 
The danger of infection at school, he 
maintains, is far less in poliomyelitis 
than in any other of. the so-called dis- 


he states that training schools for 
teachers are not sufficiently awake to 
the necessity of a more thorough teach- 
ing of hygiene in the schools. ’ 

“The personal contact theory of the 
diasemination of poliomyelitis is rapidly 
losing ground," he writes. ‘The smal) 
number of secondary cases found in the 
New York epidemic presents a great 
puzzle to those most sincere in their 
belief that contact with acute cases is 
the main factor in its spread. 

‘During 1910 in Boston, there were 
$5 cases of infantile paralysis among 
children attending school, but 22 of them 
arose in different schools. Of the 227. 
cases feported in New York State in 
1910, 39 were in children attending school 
at the time of the onset of the dis- 
ease, but there was only one victim. in 
each of 26 schools. In some of the in- 
stances where more than one case ap- 
peared in a particular school the inter- 
val between their development varied 
from 11 days to 4 months. In Buffalo, 
in 1912, of the 84 cases occuring after 
the opening of school, only 29 per cent. 
were in children attending schools and 
no secondary cases were noted. ‘* 

“ The fact that the mortality of infan- 
tile paralysis appears to be as great, 
if not greater, in rural or sparsely pop- 
ulated sections of the country strongly 
suggests that congestion of population 
plays little part in the distribution cf 
the disease. There have been more 
cases in proportion to population, for 
example, in the Borough of Richmond 
than in the congested Manhattan Bor- 
ough. In several instances, single cases 
of the disease broke out im orphan asy- 
lums without the development of any 
secondary cases. 

‘* During practically the entire Sum- 
mer, while the New York epidemic was 
raging, there were 117 public schools 
in session, together with afternoon play- 
grounds, of which advantage was taken 
by 78,000 children. As far as the edu- 
cational reports are concerned, no case 
of infantile paralysis among this grou 
of children fs known to have occurre 
The percentage of infected children go- 


ing to the milk stations of the city was 
exceedingly low. af 


Majority Under Scheel Age. 


“ Simon Flexner has already called at- 
tention to the fact that ‘the degree of 
susceptibility of children and other 
members of the community'to infantile 
paralysis is relatively small and is 
definitely lower than such communica- 
ble diseases as measles, scarlet ¢ever, 
and diphtheria.’ 

“From the standpoint of the. schools, 
it is recognized that practically three- 
quarters of the children affected with 
infantile paralysis are under the schoo! 
age. Of the deaths recorded for the 
first seven months of 1916 in New York 
City, only 2.7 per cent. were in chil- 
dren over 10 years of age, while 83 
per cent. were under 5 years of age. 

“It is quite that before the 
epidemic wholly subsides occasional 
cases will be reported among children 
attending school. This, however, should 
not occasion unusual anxiety. Such oc- 
casional visitations. may be controlled 
satisfactorily by methods at present in- 
stituted, altho in the absence of 
more complete knowledge with refer- 
ence to the direct or indirect carriers 
of the vi a ‘scientifically adequate 
method of control is impossible at the 
present time.’ 

“In Harrington’s Practical Hygiene, 
as revised by Richardson, is found the 
significant statement: "The occurrence 
ot a single case in a school need not 
cause special anxiety, several such in- 
stances having passed under the writ- 
er’s observation, with the occurrence of 
no secondary cases, although large 
numbers of c had been exposed 
to infectionin what was supposed to 
have been the most contagious stage of 
the disease.’ 

* When the epidemic will have passed 
into history the disease will still remain 
as a more or less constayt.agent in tke 
mortality of New York City, just as it 

s been more or less constantly pres- 
ent during the past ten years. Tt ic 
unfortunate to continue further ft 
fecling of anxiety, and it is to be hop 
that exaggerated and ill-founded fcars 
will be allowed to ee with the epi- 
demic. To focus public attention espe- 
cially upon the possibility of schoo) in- 
fection as it relates to infantile paraly- 
sis is manifestly unwise. If it is safe 
to’ open schools, particular attentian 
should not be devoted to a potential 
plague that is smoldering in the com- 
munity. The danger of infection at 
school with pollomyelitia ia far less 
than the hazards from any of the other 
diseases of childhood. 


Importance of Hygiene. 


‘““The main point. to be emphasized 
is the value and importance of personal 
hygiene, home hygiene, and civic hy- 
Biene, but these appertain to the pro- 
tection of the individual and the com- 
munity from all forms of communicable 
and contagious diseases. Let the 
schools carry on their educational 
work unphampered by unnecessary and 
groundless fears which themselves are 
destructive of mental power and physi- 
cal energy. 

“A study of the weird, injudicious 
and. ofttimes scientifically unsound 
methods of quarantine that have ‘been 
employed in ‘many communities during 
the Summer appears. to indicate that 
the ‘laymen are. weighing the evidence, 
studing the results, and then queation- 
ing the rulings of the established au- 
thorities, empowered and consecrated to 
health protection. Confidence in the 
o ent of the health officer, however, 
8 mg very foundation of public health 
wo 


rk. 
“The schools of the country . again 
open for their season's work, Tete but 
natural that the dying epidemic should 
convey & past message to-.school of- 
ficials. While it is probably true that 
schools play a very little part in the 
dissemination of poliomyelitis the im- 
etus to health work that this disease 
as left behind should find invaluable 
ractical results in ucational ciroles.

To date, the British Government has 
never admitted th@loss of this ship, 
although American correspondents 
mailed stories describing it, and months 
later magazine writers were permitted 
to mention it in some such phrasing as 

‘if we add the Audacious, which has 
been reported from American sources 
as sunk,.”" The news reached this 
country through the passengers and 
crew of the liner Olymphic, which res- 
cued the crew of the Audacious after her 
companion battleships, follow! Ad- 
miralty instructions, had steam away 
from her after the explosion. 

Presumabiy the Audacious was sunk 
by a mine laid by a German trawler 
masquerading under a neutral flag, but

The Missing Grand Vizier. 


Recently reports from allied sources 
have asserted that Said Halim, the 
Turkish Grand Vizier, has been missing 
for more than a year, and that he ib 
believed to have been murdered at the 
instigation of some one in the party of 
Enver Bey. Thie may, of course, be 
merely one of the picturesque romances 
such as those which had the German 
€rown Prince a suicide, insane, or as- 
sassinated a dozen times in the early 
days of the war. Again there may be 
truth in it. The intrigues of various 
parties in Constantinople have been. 
effectually covered up in the last two 
years, and historians of the Turkish 
affairs may be able later on to bring 
out the true relations of many incidents 
which at present appear inexplicable.

A round-the-world trip -made for 
{study of the trade situation in, various 
parte of the world was completed a few 
days ago when Charles M, Steele of the 
Saxon Motor Company of Detroit ar- 
rived in New York from England. . Mr, 
Steele sailed from Vancouver on May 
19 last and since that time has been in 
all parts of Japan, the principal trade 
centres of China, the Philippines, has 


crossed Siberia, toured a large, part of 9 


European Russia, visited Scandinavia, 
and Ergland. The Teutonic countries, 
Italy and France, were the only great 
nations which lay in his path which he 
failed:to tour. 

‘* After a ten days’ voyage,” said 
Mr. Steele yesterday, “I landed. at 
Yokohama. I remained in Japan one 
month, and during that time visited all 
parts of that island empire. And I can 
assure you that Japan is a great coun- 
try, and’ Tokio is, in my, opinion, the 
most cosmopolitan city in the world. 
An era of prosperity such as she has 
never before enjoyed correctly states 
the present economic situation in Japan, 
They are busy evérywhere making 
everything but automobiles. For some 
reason or other the automobile is not 
an fnstitution in the country of the Mi- 


ado. 

‘The country is dotted with great mu- 
nition factories, whose Cag to a large 
extent is being sent into ssia as fast 
as it can be transported. across Siberia. 
For instance, the great Tokio Arsenal is 
running day and night, and at its ut- 
most capacity, turning out guns and 
other fighting material for Russia, and 
in every other factory the story is the 
same. e automobile is not com- 
mon use in Japan. The very rich own 
machines, but there it stops,. There is 
not a single automobile ing manu- 
factured in Japan, and the high tariff 
in effect makes it impossible for the 
poor to own them. The fact that be- 
cause of the heavy duty a Ford sells in 
Japan for $1,100 indicates the situation 

the automobile industry in that 
country. 

Everybedy Studies English. 

The Japanese people are the most 
courteous people in the world, and they 
are ‘gluttons for learning. It seemed to 
me that the whole country had gone 
wild on the subject of the English lan- 
guage... Everybody, it seemed, is study- 
ing English. They are teaching it in 

the schools, primary as well as ad- 
vanced institutions, and an American or 
an Englishman who goes to Japan finds 
himself unconsciously turned into a pro- 
fesagor of English, 

‘*On one occasion I was standing on 
a corner in Tokio, and a Japanese 
student approached me. He bowed, and 
in Saerty freod English informed me that 
the building in front of me was the 
Imperial Theatre. 

‘“** Are you a stranger In Tokio?’ the 
student, asked. 

‘*When I replied that I was a pleased 
smile spread over his face, and, offering 
me his hand, he arinounced that for the 
rest of the day he would be my guide. 

‘For the remainder of the day. this 
young gs anese busied himself intelli- 
| Sate ndicate and explain to me the 

hy of Tokjo; and. the: reason -he 
aia SO was because I spoke English and 
he wanted to get practice talking to me. 
The same thing happened in other places 
as well as in Tokio. 

ee made it my business while in 
Japan to try and find out in the course 
of my talks with the people if there was 
any real ground for the stories that the 
Japanese hate this country. I found no 
trace of any such hatred. There are, to 
be sure, some ‘yellow’ journals in Japan 
which ‘Jingo’ at our expense; but, as a 
Japapese merchant remarked,. ‘ America 
also Ss its ‘‘yellow’’ papers, and they 
are just as bad as are the gopacece 

‘*yellows’’ when it comes to ttitude 
truth about Japan and the attitude oe 
the Japanese people toward the United 
States.’ And from what saw and 
heard and read I think he was right. 

‘‘ Another thing that struck me was 
that although Japan is ‘at war with Ger- 
many I noted very lUttle hostility on 
the part of anybody toward that coun- 
try. As a matter of fact, it sometimes 
struck me that the Japanese really lke 
the Germans. 

‘Japan always has been, and she 
should always remain, one of our best 
foreign customers, and Japan was never 
in so good a condition to a valuable 
customer as she is at the present mo- 
ment, and that is something “every 
tradesman in this country should keep 
in mind. That trade is too valuable to 
lose and we should exert ourselves not 
only to keep what we already have, 
era iy to get as much more of it as pos-

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COTTON CLOSES FIRM 
IN A QUIET MARKET 


With Liverpool Closed Trading 
Opens Tame, Uninfluenced 
by Foreign Cables. 








The Liverpool market was closed again 
yesterday, so there were no cables to 
influence the local cotton market at the 
opening. There were few overnight or- 
ders waiting execution, and the opening 
was a tame one with prices three points 
higher to two points lower than those 
of the previous close. 

It was a quiet market during the en- 
tire session, and most of the trading 
was that of professionals. The leaders 
on the bull side are working very hard 
to create a public demand for cotton 
at this level, and conditions are bullish 
enough to furnish a sound basis for all 
their arguments, but the public looks 
at the price and hesitates. A very large 
percentage of outsiders who were long 
earlier in the season have liquidated, 
and most of them are very reluctznt 
about buying in again at a higher levei 
than that at which:they sold. This 
liquidation has theoretically strength- 
ened the position of the market, but 
outside support is rieeded at this time 
to offset the hedge selling. 

The bull :eaders still retain their dom- 
ination of the market, and just now 
are giving most active support to the 
December position. Forcing December 
above January is calculated to force 
cotton here for December delivery, and 
this is probably the purpose of those 
who are most active in their efforts to 
force December ‘“* out of line.’”” A large 
stock of cotton here would be a bear 
argument later in the season, but it Is 
always considered a sign of underlying 
strength when near positions are rela- 
tively stronger than the more distant 
months. 

December was opened fifteen points 
higher than January yesterday, and, 
although this difference was not main- 
tained, it ruled seven or eight points 
over January during most of the trad- 
ing. 

Among professional traders there.are 
few who are not bullish, and the taik 
of 20-cent cotton is just as popular as 
ever. In spite of the fact t the 
weather in the belt gas 4 :¢- perfect 
for the harvesting the crop, the 
bulls rallied during the last five ~~.

TO AID MARINE LEAGUE. 


Campaign of Education Begun in 

Nonmaritime Parts of the Country. 

The National Marine League of the 
United States, of which P. H. W. Ross 
is the President, and August Belmont 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
and which includes in its membership 
bankers, business and professional ‘men, 
has started a campaign, one of the main 
purposes of which w the education of 
the people. of the nonmaritime ~ parts 
of the country concerning the need of 
an adequate and efficiently manned 
American merchant marine. 

A letter, signed by some of the. front- 
rank men of the country, all of whom 
are members of the League, has been 
mailed to business and professional men 
in various parts of the country. In this 
letter it is stated that if the United 
States “Is to free itself from a con- 
dition of industrial peonage under Euro- 
pean direction it is imperative that the 
business. men of the country. co-operate 
in ‘the work of the National Marine 
League.”’ 

“* Again and again it has been demon- 
strated,”’ the letter adds, ‘‘ that ade- 
quate export trade is dependent upon 
efficient and permanent maritime legis- 
lation; but we are in the singular posi+ 
tion of seeking such legislation from a 
voting majority of nonmaritime people. 

“ Since votes are necessary to secure 





| legislation it follows that we must gain 


the sympathy and co-operation of the 
voters at large, especially from the 
great interior. To do this a propaganda 
of education must be carried on. The 
average voter must be brought to a 


| Tealization of his own personal inter- 


est. in American control of the ocean 
transportation of American products 
but such a campaign entails a great 


{expenditure which, in its initia] stage 


miust be borne by the patriotic and en- 
lightened business men of the country. 

“The fact that you may neither im- 
port nor export should not influence 
your decision. We venture to remind 
that no matter what your business may

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Continued

000, of which $24,000,000 represents the 
increase of gold in the hands of the 
agents and $60,000,000 the increase of 
gold in the hands of the banks. 

Considerable shifting of a between 
the-banks is shown, largely the re- 
sult of transfers on the books of the 
gold settlement fund. Boston reports 
a decrease of over $6,000,000 in its gold 
reserve, which is due in part to net 
withdrawals of Government and mem-

The New York bank reports a gain 
of $8,700,000 in its gold reserve and of 
$9,300,000 in total reserves, mainly from 
the redemption of notes by the Treas- 
ury. Chicago reports a Bain of $4/200,- 
000 in total reserve; following the col- 
lection, through the gold settlement 
fund, of part of its favorable balances 
with other Federal Reserve banks. Re-

The stock market yesterday turned 
strong, after a ‘period of irregularity 
and most stocks:in the active list ended 
with net gains, although these were 
smaller than the losses suffered on Fri- 
day. 

The action of the market after publi- 
cation of the name of the -banker who 
bad made Friday’s announcement con- 
cerning a Gernian péace proposal sug- 
gested that the anonymity of that an- 
nouncement was responsible for mvch of 
the effect which it exerted upon prices, 
That added to. the mystery surround- 
ing the matter and left traders to guess 
the source of this information. Impor- 
tant. as-is the position of the ‘banker 
who made: the announcement, he is not 
considered to be in as good a position 
as a’ number of other bankers: to obtain 
information regarding Huropean affairs 
and. hence his announcement, ance it 
was coupled with his name, seemed less 
important than it-had' appeared to the 
Street while it was .in the dark .con- 
cerning the source of the information 
and was in some instances attributing it 
rto still more important figures.in the 
financial munity. 

‘The further denials which came yes- 
terday from official sources.went far 
to convince traders that Germany was 
making no peace proposal, or if making 
one, that it was of a sort which was 
certain to come to nothing through 
failure to meet the essential demands 
of the allied countries. Wall Street 
was by ho means inclined: to drop the 
matter unreservedly, but <it did attach 
much less importance to it than it had 
on Friday afternoon when the anhounce- 
ment was still surrounded by mystery. 

The .changes-in the bank» statement 
yesterday were relatively small, Loans 
increased a Ifttle, a natural enough 
change in a week of sustained stock 
market > activity, accompanied by .ad-. 
vances in prices. The sharp liquidation 
on Friday came, of course, too late to 
have any infivence upon the bank posi- 
tion and in any event would probably 
in itself have affected the showing very 
little, for it ig mot. to be assumed that 
the selling of that afternoon did much 
more than shift speculative positions 
from one account to another.

plus showed a falling off, which 
amounted to about $6,000,000. With the 
advance of the season there will be 
further demands upon New York by the 
interior, but what. the effect of these 
demands upon the reserve position here 
will be depends in no small part upon 
the extent of the further inflow of gold.

sibly further. Hence come predictions 
that such and such a company, which 
is earning 16 or 20 per cent. on its com- 
mon shares and not yet paying dividends, 
can begin and maintain a rate of 6 
or 8 or even 10 per cent. There is dan- 
ger in this, as any one can see very 
well when he realizes that the times are 
boom times. The country’s industries 
are going ahead at a pace tnknown be- 
fore tn many lines. There will come a 
reaction if past history counts for any- 
thing, and it may come to pass that 
business will enter upon years that are 
poorer than any experienced in the dec- 
ade before the war began. There. is 
more safety in predicting as to the ex- 
tent of solidity extraordinary earnings 
will impart to many companies, rather 
than the amount of dividends they will 
be able to pay some years hence. 


Watiting te Buy. 

Brokers reported yesterday that heavy 
buying: orders were in the market, and 
also on Friday, at levels 3 to 5 points 
under prevailing quotations. It was 
thought that a sizeable amount of them 
had been placed some time ago, and that 
the touching of the stated levels in Fri- 
day’s decline caused much of the buy- 
ing which made stocks turn upward to- 


commission houses indicates that a 
great many traders would take on Steel 
if it fell to 112, and other stocks are 
wanted at what would now be consid- 
ered bargain prices. 


Everybody Guessing. 
Wall Street was buzzing yesterday 
morning over the Gerard peace report.

An Active Twe Hours. 


The shock which the market. experi- 
enced -Friday wore off soon after the 
opening. yesterday, as the conviction 
spread that Mr. Gerard could not ac- 
complish much. in the way of bringing 
about a suspension of hostilities while 
péace terms are discussed. At the rate 
at. which transactions were reported, a 
full five-hour day would have seen total 
dealings of more than ,1,700,000. shares. 
The list was irregular, but with gains 
far outweighing the declines. The 
prompt recovery exhibited was cited as 
further evidence that the public is still 
committed to the bull side. The ‘quick 
shift ‘in’ sentiment was ‘typified by the 
behavior of New York Air Brake, pop- 
ularly classed as a war issue, On Fri- 
day’s,news this stock lost 41-4 points, 
and on yesterday’s recovery it gained 
41-2..

At least three 
‘out of twenty will give up without try- 
ing at all, or without poking wich 
figure is the yard indicator. Most of 
them, however, will overlook the 38, 
which is the yard content of the piece 
in that particular instance, and will sub- 
tract 45 from f,674 in the lot number, 
‘in spite of the fact that the ticket dis- 
tinctly says that is the lot number, 
and that the result of, the subtraction. 
ff that were the way of finding the 
yardage, would make the piece nearly a 
mile Jong. 

‘Th’ other words, the average boy, 
when left to himself even on so simple 
a problem, cannot think. He may fig- 
ure the thing out when all the details 
are given to him, but in many cases 
he is afraid even to hazard a guess.

They have either not been 
given the opportunity to study the shop 
end of the Pusiness or they have not 
taken the chance if it has been given. 

“And yet the average retail jeweler 
is almost as poorly posted on the fine 
points of the merchandise he sells as 
the persons: he -selis it to. This very 
fact makes selling easy for the shop- 
trained man, who can point out in a 
piece various reasons why it is better 
than a competitor's, and the same fact 
makes selling difficult ‘for the un- 
trained man, who must rely on ‘ bull 
to a large extent, 

= Further than this, the road man 
without shop experience is. continually 
bothering the employer and annoying 
the retail jeweler and his customer by 
sending in designs and suggestions for 
special pieces that the practical man 
would know at a glance could not be 
made up. Not only does the untrained 
man lose time in this way and. disap- 

oint the retailer and his customer, but 

e sows in the mind of the retailer that 
idea that the employer—the manufactur- 
er—is incompetent. Naturally this does 
not help the latter any in a business 
Wway.”’ 

Another merchant, a man in the dry 
goods lire, spoke as if he were utterly 
disgusted with the kind of men and boys 
he was getting to fill holes in his or- 
ganization. ‘I have just taken a new 
boy,” he said, ‘and I give you my word 
of honor that the only ‘thing he did the 
whole of the first day was to sit on a 
counter and swing his_feet.

Colonial Statute.

Lechmere? , 


Wait Still Winthrop, commonly called 
Wait Winthrop, formerly Chief Justice 
of the Superior Court of Judicature of 
Massachusetts, died intestate in 1717, 
leaving a considerable estate in Con- 
necticut. His two children were John 
Winthrop of Connecticut and Anne, 
wife of Thomas Lechmere of Boston. 
John became administrator, of the es- 
tate, and claimed estate, under the com- 
mon law of England. Lechmere, in 
right of his wife, claiming a share of 
the real estate under an act of the 
colony of Connecticut, which divided an 
intestate's property among his chil- 
dren, began proceedings in the Probate 
Court of that colony to enforce his 
claim. After a long litigation the Su- 
perior Court of Connecticut, in 1725-26, 
vacated Winthrop’s letters of adminis- 
tration, and substituted, in his place, 
Lechmere and is wife. Winthrop 
sought relief from the General Assem- 
bly,/threatening an appeal to the King 
in Gouncil. He was taken into custody 
for contempt, but escaped—as it was 
alleged—and went to England, where 
he brought bis appeal. The General 
Assembly in March, 1726, assed 
an act authorizing Lechmere to ell art 
of the real estate, Winthrop’s riet 
in Appeal,’’ together with short mem- 
oranda of the arguments of counsel 
on the other side, are found in the 
volume of the Massachusetts Histor- 
ical Society, Pages 440-496. The, decree 
is given in the same volume.

Thomas Conway and Irish Soldiers. 


E. H. WICKHAM.—I have before 
me an old file of The New York Sun 
under date of Sunday, Aug. 30, 1891. 
The editor of The Sun, in this paper, 
gives the statistics of the civil war, 
showing what nationalities were en- 
gaged on the Northern side. Among 
the men of various nations engaged it 
states that the Irish constituted 7.14 
6r cent. of the Union forces, or 144,- 
00 men, and ft also states that of this 
number 72 per cent. deserted from the 
army. In other words, of the 144,200 
who enlisted, or were drafted, but 39,- 
376 stuck to their guns and were loyal 
to the Union. Please inform me con- 
cerning this, 


The actual number of desertions from 
the United States Army during the late 
civil war is unknown, but, {it has been 
estimated by the War Department, from 
the best data obtainable, that the num- 
ber of actual deserters at large at the 
close of the war (making due allowance 
for those incorrectly repo as de- 
serters) was 117,247. 

Many charges of desertion have been 
removed by the War Department on the 
ground of manifest error in the record, 
and under the acts of July 5, 1884, May 
17, 1886, and March 2, ised. and the acts 
amendatory thereof. No record has been 
kept: showing the number of cases in 
which the charge of desertion has been 
removed by the War Department, and it 
would be impossible to determine that 
number, even approximately, without 
examining the records of the depart- 
ment from the war period to the present 
time, and this, of course, is imprac- 
ticable with the Mmited clerical force 
available. 

The whole number of soldiers of any 
given nativity in the service during the 
War of the Rebellion is not. known, and 
it is Impossible from any Gata yet pre- 
pared to make even an approximately 
correct statement of the number or per- 
contage of deserters of any given nativ- 


When it is understood that the War 
Department is the sole custodian of the 
records of the armies in service during 
the late war, and that it has never made 
a statement or estimate of the number of 
deserters of any particular nativity dur- 
ing the war, it will be seen that pub- 
lished statements showing the number 
or per cent. of deserters by nativity are 
entitled to no credence whatever.

He served in the: Franch Army, in which 
he attained the rank of Colonel, and 
through the agency of Silas Deane came 
to America to serve against Great. Brit- 
ain, being made a Brigadier General in 
the Continental Army ‘in May, 1777, 
Aside from leading the advance at Ger- 
mantown he rendered no services of any 
importance, and he is remembered only 
because of his opposition’ to General 
Washineton and his participation. in 
what, throvgh an accident, became 
known as the ‘‘Conway Cabal."’ . He 
was characterized by overweening con- 
celt and strove to secure promotion to 
the rank of Major General: this Wash- 
ington opposed on the ground that “* his 
merit and importance exist more in his 
imagination than in reality,’’ Conway 
intrigued with others to secure the re- 
moval of Washington as Commander in 
Chief, in favor of General Gates: and a 
strongly disparaging remark about the 
former, which he made to Gates and 
which he was unable to explain away, be- 
came known, indirectly, through Gates’s 
aide, Wilkinson, to Washington. Cenway, 
however, secured his coveted promotion, 
(December, 1778.) and at the same time 
was made: Inspector General of. the 
Army; but. soon afterward he wrote an 
impertinent letter to Congress, threaten. 
ing to resign. and Congress, much to his 
chagrin; accepted his’ resignation in 
April, 1778. General Cadwallader chal- 
lenged. him’ because of his abuse of 
ashington, and in the ensuing duel 
Conway was’shot.in the mouth, apolo- 
sizing to Washington from what 
thought was his death-bed.
